CANONIZATION 


IS ADVANCED 


The Rom an Catholic Church this 
week took an Im portant step in the 
cause of sainthood for M other Eliza­ 
beth Ann Seton, first United S tates­ 
boro candidate for the honor and 
foundress of the Sisters of C harity 
in America 
The Sacred Congregation of Rites 
approved the findings of the “h is­ 
toric session'* for beatification of the 
foundress of the parochial school 
system in the United States, who ursa 
raised a Protestant and was con­ 
verted to Catholicism rn her early 
thirties. 
The “historic session.” an indis­ 
pensable milestone for beatification 
which 
may 
take place 
in 
1957. 
studied w ritten evidence on the life 
of M other Seton. 
Would Be Second One 
If canonized after beatification. 
M other Seton would become the .sec­ 
ond saint who w*as an American 
citizen. The first was M other Francis 
Xavier Cabrini of Chicago, canon­ 
ized but was a naturalized American 
citizen. 
M other Seton was born in New 
York City, August 28, 1774, and died 
at Em m itsburg in 1821. She is buried 
at Em m itsburg. She was the daugh­ 
ter of a Revolutionary family. She 
married a well-to-do m erchant and 
bore him five children. 
She set the pattern for the present 
parochial school system in America. 
The Sacred Congregation of Rites 
also is studying the case of an 
American Indian, C atherin Tekak­ 
witha, knowrn as the “Lily of the 
Mohawks,” who spread C hristianity 
among Indian tribes before American 
independence
